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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method, classified in class 516, subclass 86. 

II. Claims 8-10, drawn to an abrasive, classified in class 51, subclass 308. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product, such as, one that 
has a lower surface area (i.e. 75 m 2 /g or less) and/or the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process, such as, one that involves a heating step for the 
dispersion, wherein said heating step is above 60°C or one that involves a viscosity adjustment 
step. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Edwin Oh on 10/25/05 a provisional election was 
made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 8-10. Affirmation of this 
election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-7 are withdrawn 
from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 



The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821.04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103, and 1 12. Until an elected product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process 
claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. 
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See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order to 
retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised that the 
process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain dependency on the 
product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The phrase "dispersed and diluted in an acidic pH", as defined in independent claims 8 
and 10, is confusing and indefinite because the examiner is unclear as to how it is dispersed in a 
pH? Do applicants mean, "dispersed in a solution that has an acidic pH"? In addition, are 
applicants trying to define that the composition (dispersion) has this pH? In other words, are the 
claims defining that a dispersion of fumed silica has an acidic pH or are the claims defining that 
the fumed silica is acidic in nature? If a dispersion of fumed silica has an acidic pH, it is 
strongly suggested that the claims be defined as a fumed silica dispersion or slurry (assuming 
supported). If the examiner is in error about the dispersion characteristic, clarification is 
requested and the claims should be rewritten to clearly define what the intended subject matter is. 
The examiner acknowledges applicants definition in section [001 1] of the specification, but this 
definition does not provide the examiner with clarification of the above issue. 

Claim 8 is also indefinite because it only claims a fumed silica material and not a 
dispersion and it is the examiners positions that the limitations "dispersed and diluted" implies a 
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dispersion thus how can the claim only be directed to a fumed silica material, as defined in line 1 
of claim 8, and not a dispersion thereof. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Streinz et al. or JP- 
2003268354. 

Streinz et al. teaches a fumed silica composition comprising fumed silica (having a 
defined surface area), wherein the composition has a defined pH (see column 3, lines 60-65 and 
column 5, line 60). 

The JP reference teaches an intermediate fumed silica composition comprising fumed 
silica (having a defined surface area), wherein the composition has a defined pH (see the abstract 
and section [0016]). 

For the purpose of the following rejection, it is assumed that the pH is referring to the 
dispersion. 

The references teach fumed silica compositions which comprise fumed silica having a 
surface area which encompasses the claimed range, wherein the composition has an acidic pH. 
In view of the above teachings, the claimed subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
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to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have selected the 
overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the reference because overlapping ranges have 
been held to be a prima facie case of obviousness, see In re Malagari, 182 U.S.P.Q. 549; In re 
Wertheim 191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976). 

With respect to the dispersed and diluted limitations, the abrasive according to the 
references are dispersed in a slurry, thus reading on the "dispersed" limitation. Since the slurry 
is based on a solvent to disperse the fumed silica, this broadly encompasses the "diluted 55 
limitation because if it (fumed silica) is dispersed, it is diluted to an extent. Assuming arguendo 
about the above limitations, these are process limitations used to make the fumed silica product 
and the use of process limitations to define the product and n product-by-process M claims do not 
patentably distinguish the product even though made by a different process. In re Thorpe 221 
USPQ 964. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970); and In re Thorington f 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 8-10 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 -2 and 7-8 of copending 
Application No. 10/81 1,622. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the reduction to practice of the copending claims 
would render obvious the instant claims. Although the copending application contains additional 
components not present in the instantly claimed invention, all of the instantly claimed limitations 
are defined. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

In view of the teachings as set forth above, it is the examiners position that the references 
reasonably teach or suggest the limitations of the rejected claims. 

A reference is good not only for what it teaches but also for what one of ordinary 
skill might reasonably infer from the teachings. In re Opprecht 12 USPQ 2d 1235, 1236 
(CAFC 1989); In re Bode USPQ 12; In re Lamberti 192 USPQ 278; In re Bozek 163 USPQ 
545, 549 (CCPA 1969); In re Van Mater 144 USPQ 421; In re Jacoby 135 USPQ 317; In re 
LeGrice 133 USPQ 365; In re Preda 159 USPQ 342 (CCPA 1968). In addition, "A reference 
can be used for all it realistically teaches and is not limited to the disclosure in its preferred 
embodiments" See/#i re Van Marter, 144 USPQ 421. 

Evidence of unexpected results must be clear and convincing. In re Lohr 137 USPQ 548. 
Evidence of unexpected results must be commensurate in scope with the subject matter claimed. 
In re Under 173 USPQ 356. To establish unexpected results over a claimed range, applicants 
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should compare a sufficient number of tests both inside and outside (i.e. as well as the upper and 
lower limits) the claimed range to show the criticality of the claimed range. In re Hill 284 F.2d 
955, 128 USPO 197 (CCPA 1960). 

The references cited on the 1449 have been reviewed by the examiner and are considered 
to be art of interest since they are cumulative to or less than the art relied upon in the above 
rejections.
